Dp Edvard Hambro believes 
there are three ble 
solutions to the lony’s 
refugee problem.

{mprisoned by Communist China on “spy charges”. 

The vote was 45 to 5 with 6 abstentions. Four dele 

Only the Soviet group of five voted against the resolution. The abstentions 
were cast by Afghanistan, Burma, India, Indonesia, Yernen, and Yugoslavia, The 
following were absent: Costa Rica, El] Salvador, Saudi Arabia and Syria. 


Tho resolution uppreved de- 
clarod that the detentlon and 
imprisonment of 11 airmen, 
members of the United Natlons 
Command in Korea, “and she 
detention of aj] other captured 
personnel of the United Nations 
Command desiring repatriation” 
was a violation of the Korea 
armistice agreement. 

The Assembly  ‘‘condemned” 
as contrary te the Koran. 
mrmistice agreement the trial

Girls As Decoys 


Attractive girls are frequently 
used by the gangs as carricrs, 
go-betweens and decoys, Early 
this year a twenty-four-year-old 
London girl was intercepted at 
London Airport. When customs 
women searched her they fqund 
that strapped to her back, 
beneath two heavy sweaters, 
she was carrying a leather 
pouch stuffed with gold coin 
valued ot £130 and platinum 
valued at £1,522, 

Her commitment was to fly 
to Paris and unload her precious 
store there. She would, as 
prearranged, visit a certain cafe 
and wait for a man to sit down 
beside her, Then, directly he 
gavé her the code sign, she 
would hand him over her 
smuggler's pouch, and he 
would drop £20 for services 
rendered Into her handbag. 

“Tho ,ouble,” an Interpol 
offictal tells me, “is that whereas 
small agents in this racket are 
often Roe the big men, 
organtrers of international gold- 
smuggling rings, sit back, 
virtually tn safety, manipulating 
their rackets on a global basis 
and altering thelr tactles with, 
great claverness whenever | 
danger seems to ight on thelr 
tracles.""

NE smoking a pipe, the 

other a cigar, two doc- 
tors stole the show at -the 
American Medicn) Associa- 
tion Convention last June 
in San Francisco, with o 
statistical report of over 
186 thousand persons 
studied in relation to 
tobacco and its effect on 
mortality and morbidity. 
Since then there have been 
reams of comment, ranging 
all the why from stern 
warnings against the fur- 
ther use of cignrettes to 
the tale of the man who 
had read so much about 
the dangers of tobacco, and 
didn’t want to quit smok- 
ing—so he quit reading. 


Association of tobacco with 
shortencd life is nothing new In 
the statistical world. Raymond 
Pearl did it in 1938, He simply 
correlated smoking vs. non- 
smoking with lengh of life, and 
found that smokers did not 
average as long lives as non- 
smokers. For many years the 
topic remained in a sort of 
medical bvorderland attracting 
little attention except among 
thoas who marshalled medichl 
facts to bolster religious’ or 
ethical bans ngainst smoking. 
There nol infrequently sacrificed 
science to enthusiasm. On the 
Lother hand there were articles 
and even poems written In de- 
Tence of tobacco. There can be 
litle doubt that for many per- 
sons the use of tobdeco is a re- 
jaxing and pleasant habit which 
many find it dificult to break. 


Given New Attention 


Moder attention has been 
focused on tobacco, and spect- 
fically on cigarettes, because of 
the steady increase in lung 
cancer. Before going fur.hor, i+ 
should be said that there are 
muny factors which Have been 
held responsible for lung cancer 
—chemicals, radiations, fumes 
or dusts, In addition to cigarette 
amoking. Dr Morton L. Levin 
lists industries and occupations 
with high lung cancer mortality: 
chromate production, illuminating 
gas, uranium mining, nickel] re- 
fining asbestos manufacturing, 
metal grinding, welding, dusty 
occupations and those attended 
with metal fumes; and others 
about which the evidence is not 
convincing, plus still others of 
which we may not yet even 
have a suspicion. Add to this 
the presence of irritating fumes, 
soot and tars in the alr we 
breathe, and it 1s plain that the 
cigarette may be but one factor 


fn many. 
And ytt evidence points 
to the cigarette. Nol 
merely because lung cancer has 
increased in parallel with the 
sale of cigarettes. So have many 
other factors which can be ex- 
pressed in and which 
have nothing to do with cancer 
—pdpulation growth, automobiic 


production, “ acroplane miles 
flown and hundreds of: ‘other 
paraliecls could be drawn, ond 
they would mean just exactly 
nothing. But st does menn sonr 
th when so large and dlversi- 
fied o group of persons as 180 
thousand is studied intensively, 
and those who have been heavy. 
cigarette smokers for a Jong time 
have a Inrge increase «in 
Mortality over those who have 
not. : 


Men Versus Women 


It means something when this 
increase Js noted, a3 it has been, 
mainiy among men—women, 
though conspicuously tne 
smokers have not yet Neen 

cavy smokers long enough to 
yet the same effects 
and yet—while cancer death 
rates jn men have increased 12- 
fold in 24 years, rates among 
women are climbing, too. 
Cameron cstimates that at the 
present rate, cancer of the lung 
will outnumber combined deaths 
from all other types of cancer 
by 1970. By that time, many of 
the men now in thelr fortics 
will be in the age brackets 
where the statisticlans have dis- 
covered the greatest differential 
in denth rates between smokers 
and non-smokers—from 50 to 70 
years, 


Many persons ~ have switched 
from cigarcttes to cigars and 
pipes; the statistics are less 
menacing in relation to 
perhaps because they are less 
often Inhaled. Others have not 
changed their habits, being will- 
ing to accept the hazard as one 
among many which may threaten 
life. The best thing that has 
come out of the entire episode 
is a now awareness of the 
possible implication of cignrettes 
in lung concer at least to a de- 
gree, and the impetus to! 
research to find out first if there 
is q carcinoma agent in grgarctics; 
if so, what it is; and how to get 
rid of it without takinr the joy 
out of smoking.
